My dear Readers: 
Continuing my brief talks to you on the Mass, let 
me say that the essence of religion does not consist al- 
in believing things or doing things, or even 
principally in those matters. It consists rather in wor- 
ship. Just as Almighty God has taught definite truths 
and given definite commandments, so has He instituted 
a definite form of worship for all His children. Left to 
themselves nations have fallen into idolatry, into all. 
sorts of extravagant forms of worship. Then individuals, 
even those who recognize one true God, have always 
been slackers in the matter of worship because the form 
it had to take was left to themselves. 
As I have already intimated, the general idea of 
sorship implies sacrifice, because sacrifice is the one form of worship 
contains the idea of the absolute rulership of God over us, 
wd of our dependence even for the continuation of life on Him. In a sacri- 
ice the victim offered is destroyed to express the idea that, owing to our 
ins, we do not deserve to live or exist. But the intrinsic value of either 
soody oF unbleody sacrifice offered in the Old Law was little.

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WE CAN ’PHONE TO HEAVEN. 

New York can now talk directly with London by tele- 
phone. Rapid communication has been possible for many 
years between these two largest cities of the world, but it 
has been by means of cable. 

We marvel at such achievements effected by men when 
they are first announced to the world. After a short time 
we take them as a matter of course, and wonder how our 
ancestors could have gotten along without them. 

On New Year's Day, when the Alabama football team 

_played Stanford on the Pacific coast the voice of the an- 
nouncer was heard by everybody in the United States who 
cared to use his radio. When the announcer reported the 
time it became clear to everyone who looked at his watch 
that his word was received in New York City the same in- 
stant that it was received by those who stood near to him. 
The cheers of the spectators, the voices of the boys selling 
ice cream cénes could all be distinctly heard over our broad 
country. 

There is no marvel of religion, no supernaturally re- 
vealed truth, which is more difficult to grasp than the 
marvel of the radio, yet because we have become familiar 
with it we become impatient when we do not have the suc- 
cess we should in receiving what is broadcast a thousand 
miles away. 

From the beginning of time a greater feat has been 
within the ‘power of every person without the use of any 
instrument, without any cost. People have always, and, of 
course, today can communicate with Heaven and bring 
down blessings or favors on individuals in remote parts of 
the globe. 

Science hopes within the near future to make it pos- 
sible for individuals to be reached by radio, to be called to 
the phone just as one is called to the phone now by a fellow 
townsman. Yet the world is full of people who doubt 
whether man can communicate directly with the saints in 
Heaven, as though Almighty God could not apprise them 
that we are calling on them, just as central can notify an 
individual that he is wanted by another. 

Answers to prayers are, of course, not audible, but they 
are perceptible none the less. Close to the bosom of the 
Catholic Church are Contemplative Orders of men and 
women who make prayer their life’s work and their influence 
for good cannot be calculated. There are those who wonder 
why they exist, Why they are permitted to exist, because, 
say they, they could contribute their part to the material 
well-being of society by becoming producers. Our answer is 
that there are plenty of people who are occupied with pro- 
ducing for the physical comfort and necessities of others. 
Just at this time there isn’t sufficient room for all the pro- 
ducers or workers.

What the world sorely needs is a large army of 
spiritual producers, of those who storm Heaven by their 
prayers and contemplation and good works, and appease 
the majesty of God so universally offended by His children. 

It is certainly strange that while this world exists for 
the honor and glory of God and serves as a work shop where 
passage to the Kingdom of Heaven is earned, there are not 
more people professedly occupied with direct service of 
God, and spending their lives as benefactors of the human 
race. 

While the outside world is pursuing wealth and is mad 
in its quest for pleasure; while the devil is served in the 
dens of vice by creatures of an all holy God, the thousands 
in monastery and cloister are chanting God's praises or con- 
templating His love, or praying for mercy on the thought- 
less and wicked. 

You are al! familiar with the vision that Jacob had in 
the valley of Bethel. He saw angels ascending from earth 
to Heaven on one side of the ladder, and on the other angels 
descending from Heaven to earth. This vision is a reality 
amid the members of Contemplative Orders in the Catholic 
Church. During several hours of each day there are pray- 
ers ascending the mysterious ladder to Heaven and bringing 
down from Heaven the fertilizing showers of God's blessings 
and favors.
